Lorimer pleaded for equal rights and priv- 
lleges to all, and citing Roman history, 
declared that a nation which surrenders 
its basic principles cannot survive. Mr. 
McCall, of Massachusetts, said the propos- 
al to tax Porto Rico's products had trans- 
formed the whole country into a Boston 
tea party. (Democratic applause.) 

Messrs. Maddox, of Georgia; Hay of Vir- 
ginia, and Swanson, of Virginia, were 
among those who opposed the bill in 
brief but vigorous speeches. 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, the mi- 
nority leader, aroused great enthusiasm 
among the democrats by reading extracts 
from the original opinion dated February 
22d, of Law Officer Magoon, of the war 
department.

CONTRABAND GOODS 
KEPT BY OFFICIALS 


Startling Report as Result of Charles- 
ton Investigation. 


WHISKY IN CUSTOM HOUSE 


Night Watchman Admits Having 
Allowed Cask To Remain. 


OFFICIALS ALL DENY KNOWLEDGE 


It Is Understood, However, That 
More Than One Employee Is 
Implicated in the Matter. 


Washington, April 11.—The secretary of 
the treasury has received a report from 
the special agent who has conducted the 
investigation of the reported use of the 
custom house at Charleston, 8. C., for the 
storage of contraband liquors for illicit 
sales. 

The search of the building by the in- 
spector and a number of assistants re- 
sulted in the finding of a cask contain- 
ing about fifteen gallons of rum and thir- 
ty-nine ten-gallon kegs from which the 
liquor had recently been taken. The rum 
was found in the basement, and the empty 
kegs in the attic. 

A number of officers and employees of 
the custom house were asked for an ex- 


planation of the finding of the liquor, but * 


all disclaimed having any knowledge con- 
cerning it except one of the night watch- 
men, who admitted having allowed some 
of his friends to keep the liquor there. 

Other testimony disclosed information 
which leads the officers making the in- 
vestigation to believe that the liquor be- 
longed to a certain individual in Charles- 
ton who has a wholesale liquor dealer's 
license. 

The conclusion of the officials is that a 
certain deputy collector is responsible for 
the storing of liquors in the custom 
house and that several employees had 
full knowledge of it. The report is ac- 
companied by copies of the testimony 
taken. The treasury officials have taken 
no action in regard to the matter, but 
there seems to be no doubt that the guilty 
parties will be immediately brought to 
justice.

CONDITIONS ARE WORSE THAN EVER 


Few Americans Remain on the Island 
on Account of the Sudden Dis- 
like to Them on the Part of 
the Natives—Business 

; Enterprises Dead. 


Ponce, P. R., April 11.—At no time since 
the hurricane of August 8th last has the 
condition of the poor of Porto Rico been 
as bad as it is today. About $5 per cent 
of the islanders may be placed in the peon 
class, which is made up of a raixture of 
all races. : 

In the other 5 per cent are included the 
well-to-do educated people, such as mer- 
chants, planters and professional mer and 
their families. This better class is able 
to pass through such times as now pre- 
vail without actual physical suffering, 
but their business affairs are at a stand- 
still and have been fora long time, and 


this deprives the majority of the large 


laboring class of a means of livelihood. 
This large body of laboring people fur- 

nishes the very cheap and effective labor 

which is needed for agricultural and other 


work, but at all times they have been in 


an underfed and poorly nourishei condi- 


tion. 


Their hardships have been greatly add- 
ed to by the scarcity of fruit since the 
hurricane and its consequent increase in 
price. Salt fish, rice and beans have been 
imported free of duty since the hurricane, 
but little of the benefit derived from this 
has gone to the peons, and now, when 
there is a prospect of 15 per cent of the 
Dingley tariff being placed on these ar- 
ticles the price has been greatly advanc- 
ed. Merchants hesitate to import large 
stocks because of the prospect of free 
trade and the present scarcity is also a 
cause for the advance in prices. Rice has 
gone up from5iand6 centavos a pound to 
8 to 9, beans from 6 to 12, and at one time, 
a few days ago, to 15 centavos a pound, 
while salt fish has advanced from 6 cen- 
tavos to about 10. 
Good Feeling Is Lost. 

No one who understands the situation 
here will deny that much of the former 
good feeling between Porto Ricans end 
Americans has been lost. Besides, Amert- 
cans are fewer in numbers in Porto Rico 
today than at any time since shortly af- 


ter the troops first landed, and those de- 


parting have left a long list of defunct 
companies, bankrupt businesses, wreck- 
ed schemes and anxious creditors, who In 
some cases hold choice collections of 
worthless notes and checks. 

Not only are Americans leaving 
the island, but large numbers of 
Porto Ricans have gone to Ven- 
ezuela, to Santo Domingo and to 
Cuba. Three days ago more than 
three hundred natives’ sailed for 
Cuba to obtain employment there, 


and at least a thousand have sailed 


from this port alone during the past 
month. , 

The topic of greatest general interest 
now is the new tariff and civil govern- 
ment bill. Careful interviews with lead- 
ing citizens in all lines show that all are 
in favor of civil government in one form 
or another, and that all favor free trade, 
unless some personal end is served by a 
low tariff. Heavy landowners favor a 
tariff as a source of revenue to save 
themselves from a land tax, and in some 
cases merchants prefer to buy and sell 
under a tariff, fearing that with free 
trade there will be an influx of American 
capital and serious competition will injure 
them. 

General Davs is being deluged with pe-

titions as well as visits from committees 
of citizens from all over the island, each 
asking that part of: the,$2,000,000 apprprif- 
ation be spent in its particular locality. 
The sugar planters of Cabo Rojo think 
$200,000 should be spent for a central fac- 
tory for their benefit, while the municipal 
council of Ponce has appointed a commit- 
tee to ask for part of the money for im- 
provements for the Ponce water works. 
The movement which would meet with 
more favor would be the spending of 
$1,000,000 in good roads, and $500,000 in 
schoolhouses, and the other $500,000 could 
be used for a number of purposes which 
would meet with general satisfaction. 
Nearly all the municipalities in Porto 
Rico are in a state of absolute bankruptcy 
and have been so for months. The al- 
caldes, councilmen and other officers do 
not relish trying to run towns without 
funds and resignations have been so num- 
erous that General Davis has found it 
necessary to issue an order on the sub- 
ject, giving the causes for which only a 
resignation will be accepted. :

Just before adjourning there was con- 
cluded before Judge Speer the trial of 
one of the most remarkable insurance 
cases in the court annals of the state. 
It was the case of Mrs. Edna Jeffords and 
Thomas C. Jeffords, of Worth county, 
against the Fidelity Mutual Life Associa- 
tion, of Philadelphia, suit on two poll- 
cies on the life of Martin A. Jeffords, ag- 
gregating $13,000. The jury rendered a ver- 
dict in favor of the plaintiffs for the full 
amount with interest, amounting to about 
$16,200, and would have given attorneys’ 
fees had the law allowed it. 

The plaintiffs were represented by Hon. 
F. G.,duBignon and W. B. Stephens ana 
the defendant company by Messrs. Barrow 
& Barrow. The defense set up was that a 
conspiracy had been formed by the piain- 
tiffs and the dead man, who was a con- 
sumptive, to defraud the*insurance com- 
pany out of the amount claimed. It was 
charged that Martin A. Jeffords knew he 
had consumption at the time he took the 
policy and failed to notify the company 
of. this fact. These were the ¢oncluding 
words of Hon. Pope Barrow’s argument; 
for the defense: 

“It is for me to say that if your ver- 
dict gives this sum of $10,000 to Thomas 
C. Jeffords it will never do him any good. 
He may buy with it the finest house in 
his part of the country; he may ornament 
his walls with rare and beautiful pic- 
tures and load his table with the most 
delicate and tempting viands. But the 
walls of his mansion will not serve to keep 
out the grim spectre of the brother in 
whose blood he has traded. The pictures 
will turn to grinning skeletons in the 
phantom likeness of him whose death paid 
for them. The viands on his table will 
turn to ashes when they touch his lips. 
No good can spring from money for which 
he bartered a brother's life.’’ 

The plaintiff denied that there was any 
conspiracy and introduced evidence to 
show that there had been uA such con- 
certed action as was charged. Evidence 
was also introduced to show that even 
if Jeffords had consumption at the time 
he took out the policy he was not sure 
that such was the case, and it was 
claimed that any omission to inform the 
company of such condition could not pre- 
vent the plaintiffs from recovering unleSs 
it were shown that the omission was wil- 
ful and malicious and such had not been 
the case. 

Judge Speer delivered a charge of great 
import, stating the plaintiffs should re- 
cover unless it were shown to the jury’s 
satisfaction that the deceased knew he 
had consumption at the time and fraudu- 
lently withheld such Knowledge from the 
company. 

The jury took the plaintiff's view of the 
case and awarded them the full amount 
claimed with interest.

The finance committee of the city coun- 
cil has almost cempleted its arrange- 
ments “or the street fair to be held here 
next fall—that is, the money is all in 
sight, and will be secured before the end 
of the week. The Ferris wheel is one 
of the latest attractions, and there is 
much rejoicing at the prespect of getting 
it here. 

Alderman John C. Van Syckel has been 
rec2iving congratulations today for hav- 
ing the anti-hat ordinance passed by the 
city council last. night. ‘The people are 
rejoicing because no more hats will be 
worn in Macon theaters. 

Hon. Robert E. Park, the only candidate 
for the democratic nomination for the 
office of state treasurer, says ne has no 
fear of the vote that his fourth cousin, 
Mr. J. Wild P&ark, of Meriwether, can 
poll. He does not belleve the populists 
will get more than a handful of votes this 
year, and regards the party as a thing of 
the past.

White Primary Committee Surrenders 
to Regular Committee. 

Augusta, April 11.—(Special.)—The mass 
meeting calied by the white primary ex- 
ecutive committee by an overwheiming 
majority adopted resolutions revoking the 
instructions given the committee by the 
meeting last Octobe~ to extend the prin- 
ciples of white primaries to the militia 
districts of the county, giving as a reason

nmong the white voters of the county, 
and that as the white primary mass meet- 
ing is non-partisan anji non-political and 
that as the county Jemc<cratic committee 


| has declared for a white democratic pri- 


mary, it is thought best to leave these 
matters to the democratic party of Rich- 
mond county.” The resolution contained 
a section ‘in favor of a system of booths 
and seeret Lalloting, which gave universal 
satisfaction in the last municipal elec- 
tion,’’ and earnestly requesting “the 
democratic party of Richmond county to 
establish, such rules and regulations for 


the government of its primary as will 
insure a secret ballot.”” The assertion 
that the ‘secret bailot’’ gave universal 


satisfaction in the last municipal election 
is disputed by some who stated that there 
never was more buying and selling of 
votes than in that election. 

The programme for the meeting had 
been previously arranged the gentlermen 
selected to introduce and second the res- 
clutions and the chairman decided upon, 
and its execution required about fifteen 
minutes, 

The action cf the meeting was an un- 
conditional surrender of the white primary 
executive committee to the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee of Richmond county 
and a complete victory for The Chronicle 
which has all along advccated the cause 
of organized democracy.

primary for the nomination of all officers, 
state, judicial and county, will be held on 
May 15th, as has been provided by the 
state executive committee. Chairman 
Walter G. Chariton, of the committee, 
and several of its members who have been 
interviewed on the subject, say they can 
see no objection to the primary for all 
offices being held on May 15th, and there 
is Httle doubt that the matter wiil take 
that course. 

The fact that the primary is only little 
over a month off has had the effect of 
stirring up the politicians in cases where 
there are contests.

failure of Congressman Jesse Stallings, of 
Alabama, to put in an appearance for 
today’s vote on the Porto Rico bill, with 
his apparent unwillingness to pey anv at- 
tention to the telegram and letters of col- 
leagues notifying him of the necessity of 
a full democratic attendance, is expected 
by Alabama democrats here to cut a ma- 
terial figure in the fight for tne gyovernor- 
ship of that state.

CHIEF JOYNER MAKES TALK 


Delay of Three Minutes May Mean 
$20,000 Loss. ' 


FAYORS INTERIOR AUTOMATIC ALARMS 


Principal Cause of All Big Fire 
Losses Last Year Was Delay in 
Notifying Headquarters. 


Fire underwriters have been seeking the 
und2slying caus4s of the large excess of 
fire losses {n 1899 as compared with the 
losses of recent previous years. Disastrous 
fires took place fn cities where the fire 
departments are recognized as being the 
most effectiye in the world. . 
of the companies lost 
money. 

None of the heavy 'osses could be ac- 
counted for by such extraordinary inci- 
dents aS an unusual scarcity of water, 
blockade of the streets by snow or other

obstructions, The fire departments in which 
the largest fires entailing the heaviest 
losses occurred have nothing to fear from 
the closest scrutiny cf their work. Not- 
withstanding efficient work of the 
firemen, the past year’s record shows that 
there was an unusually large number of 
fires in which the losses were from $50,000 
to $500,000. 

The question naturally arose among the 
fire underwriters, after considering these 
facts, what general cause accounts for the

considered, as well as the supreme cour- 

age and skill with which the fire depart- 

ments are managed? 

To obtain an answer to this question. 
The: Insurance Press recently submitted 
these ‘wo questions to a number of the 
most prominent fire chiefs in this coun- 
try: 

"l. Has there been during the past two 
years a fire in your city with a loss 
amounting to $10,000, except when the fire 
“sy in at least minutes 
eforea oan ee ee ee

“2. The cond'tion of the buildings and of 
the water sunply and your fire department 
facilities continuing as they are at pres- 
ent, if ‘t were possible to have an alarm 
from every fire recorded at fire depart- 
ment headquarters within three minutes 
of its origin, would not a of $10,000 
in any one fire be an extraordinary and 
unusual incident?’’ 

The replies received showed with mark- 
ed unanimity that the quicker alarms are 
turned in, the smaller the losses will be, 
in average cases. 

Chief Joyner was asked his opinion on 
the subject yvesterday. He said: 

“In nearly every instance where the fire 
loss is very heavy it can be accounted for 
by the fact that for one cause or another 
the fire gained great headway before an 
alarm was turned in. If alarms could be 
sent in automatically the instant a fire 
Started in a big building there would be 
very few heavy losses. In some cases «a 
delay of three minutes in turning in the 
alarm may mean a loss of $20,000. 

“If all big buildings could be equipped 
with modern interior fire alarm systems, 
it would materially aid the fire depart- 
ment in its labors and keep down the 
annual fire losses. Were an alarm of 
fire to be given within three minutes, the 
fire would have to be in highly inflamma- 
ble material or very costly goods to sus- 
tain a $10,000 damage.”’ 

Fire chiefs all over the United States 
agree with these views. Fire insurance 
men are of the same opinion. 

It seems to be true that in substantial- 
ly all cases where the fire losses amount 
to $10,000 in cities with first-class fire de- 
partments, such large losses are to be 
accounted for by the fact. that for one 
cause or another the fire gained great 
headway before the alarm was sent in to 
fire department headquarters.

Federation of Trades Pledges Support. 
to Railway Operators. 


RESOLUTIONS ARE ADOPTED 


Interesting Meeting of Delegates 
Was Held Last Evening. 


MEMBERS TO WEAR ONLY UNION CLOTHES 


Number of Delegates Lose Their Seats 
on Account of Not Attending 
the Sessions Regularly. 


The first regular semi-monthly meeting 
of the Atlanta Federation of Trades for 
April was held last evening at Federation 
hall.

Whereas, said grievances consist of nothing 
more than fair demands that the conditions 
of employment, which have been detrimental! 
to the welfare of telegraphers as wage 
workers and as citizens, be improved to an 
extent not adverse to the interests of the 
Southern railway or the community in general, 
and, 

Whereas, being satisfied that the conditions 
of labor for which the telegraphers are 
tending would redound to the highest welfare 
of all wealth producers and society at large; 
therefore, -be it 

Resolved, That the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, in regular meeting assembled, concur 
in the demands of the Order of Railway Teleg- 
raphers of the Southern railway and that the 
telegraphers are herewith extended the sup- 
port of this organization. 

tesolved, further, That we extend assurances 
of our support to W. V. Powell, president of 
the Order of Railway Telegraphers, 
convey to him our emphatic disapproval of the 
attacks that have been made upon him through 
the press by officials of the Southern railway. 

Resolved further, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be forwarded to W. V. Powell, president 
of the Order of Railway Telegraphers: that a 
copy be sent to the local branch of the teleg- 
raphers;: that they be furnished the press for 
publication and that they be spread upon the 
minutes. .

Juror Jeff Penn was brought to the city 
late Tuesday evening and has been con- 
fined at the Tower ever since. The court 
issued instructions yesterday to allow no 
one except his lawyer to visit him in jail 
and he could not be seen. It is highly 
probable, however, that he would not 
have consented to speak of the case, as 
his attorney instructed him not to talk 
concerning the affair. 

Judge Robert L. Rodgers has been re- 
tained by Juror Penn to represent him in 
court this morning. Judge Rodgers was 
busily engaged yesterday in preparing 
his client's side of the case and it is alto- 
gether probable that the trial today will 
develop some _ very facts. 
While in Monticello, Juror Penn tele- 
graphed to Judge Rodgers that he desired 
the attorney to take charge of his case, 
and Judge Rodgers met Penn at the train 
last. Tuesday evening. 

Penn, it may be remembered, was the 
juror whoa, it was said, approached Wil- 
liam A. Bradley with the proposition to 
sell out. The identity of the juror al- 
leged to have offered to sell oti did not 
develop until during the trial of }fessrs. 
Looney and Bradley the supe court 
last Monday. Penn was one ofthe jurors

Judge Lumpkin immediately issued an 
attachment for him and placed it in the 
hands of a deputy sheriff, who later re- 
ported that Penn could not be found in 
the city. F. M. Bowen, an important wit- 
ness for the prosecution inethe Looney- 
Bradley contempt case, testified that he 
had seen Penn get off the train at a little 
town near Monticello last week. Shefiff 
John W. Nelms telegraphed the authori- 
ties both at Machen and Monticello and 
received an answer the next day to the 
effect that Penn had been caught. 

When the muchly wanted juror arrived 
in the city Tuesday evening he declined 
to have anything to say concerning his 
case, but Judge Rodgers, his’ legal repre- 
sentative, stated yesterday that his client 
would deny all the charges made against 
him in the Looney-Bradley case. Juror 
Penn will say that he never approached 
either of the detectives with an offer to 
make a verdict or mistrial in the will 
case for money, but will testify, so his at- 
torney states, that he was approached by 
Bradley concerning the matter. Further, 
it is understood, he will say that Looney 
and Bradley came to his house on iast 
Friday evening at a late hour, persuaded 
him to leave town so as not to testify 
against them, and that he was taken to 
a house by Bradley and kept there until 
5 o'clock Saturday morning, when he was 
put on a train and sent out of the city. 

It is expected that Juror Penn will first 
be investigated for having left the city 
when he was a juror in a pending case. 
For this he will be charged with conternpt 
of court and it may be that he will be 
further investigated for his alleged con- 
nection with the two detectives in the 
other matter. At any rate, the hearing 
this morning before Judge Lumpkin in the 
superior court will doubtless prove unus- 
ually interesting. 

Penn Closely Guarded. 

When a reporter of The Constitution 
visited the Tower yesterday afternoon for 
the purpose of talking to the prisoner, 
he was informed that Penn was back in 
@ cell and could not be seen. 

“We have the strictest orders,” said 
the jailer, “not to allow any person ex- 
cept Attorney Rodgers to see Penn. These 
orders come from Judge Lumpkin, and so 
Careful has he been that he has stopped 
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at the Tower in person to impress upon us 
the necessity of keeping Penn away from 
any outside influence until his case can 
be heard. The judge even went so far as 
to say that no attorney except Judge 
Rodgers must be allowed to speak to 
Penn.”’ 

Juror Penn is, therefore, about as close- 
ly guarded a prisoner as has been in the 
Tower. : 

The Constitution reporter, however, had 
seen and talked with Penn before the 
judge issued any orders, having visited 
him soon after his arrival in the city 
Tuesday night. As stated in yesterday's 
Constitution, Penn took the position that 
he would prove himself innocent and 
would show that the private detectives 
and not himself were to be blamed for 
what had occurred. 

At present Juror Penn is as carefully 
watched as the censored news of the 
African war. 


VERDICT WAS FOR $10,000. 


Case of Edwards Against the South- 
ern Railway in Federal Court 


: : Was Concluded Yesterday. 


“ A verdict was reached at 3:30 yesterday 
j-afternoon in the case of Elizabeth M. 


Edwards vs. the Southern railway, which 
has been on trial in «ne United States 
circuit court, Judge Newman presiding, 
since April 3d. The jury, after being 
out but a short time, found for the plain- 
tiff, awarding her damages in the sum of 
$10,000. The amount sued for was $25,000. 

The plaiktiff’s husband, W. 8S. Edwards, 
who was acting as a flagman and brake- 
man in the employ of the Southern rail- 
way, Was run over and killed by a freight 
train of the defendant railway, February 
4. 1899, at Belton, Ga., while in the act of 
making the air connection between two 
cars. It appeared from the testimony 
that the engineer pulled out before Ed- 
wards had completed his work between 
the cdrs and signaled to go ahead, result- 
ing in his being thrown under the wheels 
while trying to escape. 

The suit was begun in the superior court 
of Banks county at the spring term of 
1899, and transferred to the federal court 
by the defendant, It was strongly con- 
tested by both sides, something like fifty 
witnesses being subpoenaed. Smith & 
Peeples represented the plaintiff and Dor- 
sey, brewster & Howell the defendant,

The Plea of Prosperity. 


“The only remaining hope which the re- 
publican managers have of carrying the 
country is that there is prosperity in the 
land. Now, I wish to mike the state- 
ment that the democratic party never 
thrived on calamijty.

Mrse McGowan Will Organize 


Branch Association in Atlanta 
Mrs. Elizabeth McGowan, presideni of 
the Ladies’ Catholis Benevolent Society, 
and the ladies of the Supreme Council of 
that organization, met with a number of 
the Catholic ladies of the city yesterday 
afternoon, and out ef the meeting there 
will geow a branch of the organization 
in Atlanta; formal organization of the 
same to be effected at a meeting of Cath- 
olic ladies called for next Tuesday morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock in the basement of the 
Chureh of Immaculate Conception. Not- 
withstanding the inclemency of the 
weather quite a large number cf ladies 
attended yesterday’s meeting and accord- 
ei Mrs. McGowan and the ladies. with 
her a warm reception, 

In her address to the meeting Mrs. Me- 
Gowan ably-set forth the principles of 
the organization of which she is the lead- 
er, and inspired her hearers first with in- 
terest then with enthusiasm in the move- 
ment of organizing a branch in Atlanta. 
She justly recognized as one of the 
foremost women lea-lers of the coun'ry, 
and together with her unusual executive 
ability, her judgment, and her ability to 
assume the responsibility of one of the 


largest corporations of the kind in the 
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of voice, lengvage and expression neces- 
gary in the success of the public speaker. 
Her personality is at once attractive, and 
in explaining in full the objects and de- 
tails of the Catholic Benevolent Society 
she attracied to its many commending 
points through her identification with it 
many of the m¢mbers who — subscribed 
their names vesterday. 

It is not surprising to those who heard 
her speak that since her administration 
as president the organization since its 
initial -neeting in 1890 has grown from a 
membership of 13,000 to that of 55,000, 

Nothing said by Mrs, McGowan in her 
opening address provided more evident 
gratification than when referring to the in- 
surance side of the organization, she stat- 
ed that notwithstanding that $1,000,000 had 
been paid out to the beneficiaries of mem- 
bers, there had never been a case at law, 
nor any liquidation attending any feature 
of the association’s business. 

Later referring to the great inspiration 
and assistance given by Archbishop Mc- 
Quaid, of New York, she>sald: ‘“Not- 
withstanding we are a body of women or- 
ganized exclusively for the benefits of 
women, and operated by women, we rec- 
ognize always and are honored by the 
council and advice of Bishop McQuaid.’’ 

It was explained by the president yes- 
terday that the denartments of the or- 
ganization are beneficiary and non-benefi- 
ciliary. 

In the latter members are entitled to 
all the rights and privileges of benefi- 
ciliary members except participation in, the 
beneficiary fund. It is not an infrequent 
occurrence for persons who have been re- 
jected for physical disqualification to en- 
ter the non-beneficiary department and 
become the most active in the CAUSE, 
We have in mind a woman of exceeding 
culture: and refinement, who, being over 
the maximum age, organized a branch in 
her own little town, and entering as a 
Social member fexerted every effort to 
make her branch pre-eminent in all pro- 
eressive work. Herself a social leader, 
she needed not any social benefits that 
might accrue, but possessed of the right 
spirit and seeing the rmed of local union, 
worked not for herself, but for those in 
need. And this is the spirit in which the 
association was conceived. 

Although the Catholic Benevolent As- 
sociation is known to the public general- 
ly aS an insurance organization, Miss 
Bianey, editor of The Leader, the official 
organ, explained its many other objects 
of a Christian character. 

She set forth in an impressive manner 
the facts embodied in the biennial re- 
ports as follows: 


‘The ritual, while stating that the as-. 


sociation is formed to unite in a fraternal] 
sisterhood Catholic women of approved 
moral character and in good physical 
condition, between certain prescribed 
ages and possessing such other qualifi- 
cations for membership as the constitu- 
tion.and by-laws may prescribe, also de- 


clares in gubstance that it is for the fur- | 


ther purpose of elevating them morally, 
mentally and socially. There is also an- 
other object which in this age is one of 
great significance, namely, by means of 
Christian literature to educate members 
and those dependent upon them in plety, 
integrity and frugality—truly a combina- 
tion of noble aims. From the recounted 
experiences of those who have introduced 
the association and made known its bene- 
fits in sections where fraternal organiza- 
tions did not exist, it is learned that it 
has been a potent agent in uniting the 
classes and infusing a spirit of content- 
menz among them and at the same time 
a desire to advance ‘in the approved di- 
rection. Im fact, it hag been a quiet edu- 
cator, while the rd@iefs extended through 
the beneficiary department have eased 
many a mother who realized that were 
she taken from her lititle ones they would 
ia a w.easure be provided for. 

“Tt has been argued that women do not 
necd insurance and that such should pe 
left to the male members of the family; 
but women may be deprived of their 
natural prctectors, the source of their 
livelihood stopped and the care of their 
young families dependent upon the moth- 
er’s resources. Hence we find in every 
City auct town of our bread jland hundreds 
of women who support themselves and 
provide fcr others also. The economic 
conditions difficult for man are still more 
difficult fur woman, and statistics tell us 
that the mortality of working women is 
largely in excess of that of men. Is it 
not wise precaution, therefore, to lay 
aside through assessment associations 
that whic can be accumulated by the 
working y:oman in no other way? 

“A small amount paid monthly will pre- 
vent ‘the orphan from depending upon 
charity and place the aged parent beyond 
Want, and though the association does 
not pay a disability claim, the presenta- 
tion of a beneficiary certificate and the 
siating of disposition will secure the 
needed care in sickness and provide for 
burial.’’

Mrs. Harry White Presides 
at an Interesting Meeting 


The. educational committee of the state 
federation of Georgia met yesterday morn- 
ing in the Woman's Club rooms, with Mrs. 
Harry White, of Athens, the efficient 
chairman, presiding. Miss Emily Harri- 
son was appointed secretary of the com- 
mittee, the business of which was trans- 
acted with system and the most success- 
ful results. Letters pertaining to the 
work of the committee were read from a 
number of prominent women, among 
them being Mrs. Robert Emory Park, 
Miss E. F. Andrews and Mrs. John Tem- 
ple Graves. 

Mrs. White'related {in an _ interesting 
manner the work being done under the 
auspices of the local educational com- 
mittee of the Athens clubs and then fol- 
lowed an interesting discussion pertain- 
ing to the two scholarships of which two 
Georgia girls have been enabled to take 
advantage through the efforts of the 
club’s educational committee. The first 
of these schglarships was that in manual 
training, offered by Columbia college, and 
which is now being taken by Miss Will- 
burn. The necessary additional funds 
were supplied last year by the practical 
interest of several of the clubs, and at the 
suggestion of the majority at the meet- 
ings, it was decided that in her circular 
letter officially outlining the work of the 
committee the chairman might embody an 
appeal for the necessary funds required 
by the scholarship this year. 

The scholarship given Miss Turnbull at 
Oread Institute for Domestic Science, was 
discussed in view of her prospective re- 
turrr home.

Mrs. White announced previous to ad- 
journment that she would at an early 
date issue a circular letter to club women 
which would not only embody the work of 
the committee at their meeting of or- 
ganization yesterday, but set forth the 
plan of work for the ensuing year. Mrs. 
White is one of the most progressive and 
cultured women in the State, and is 
abreast of the latest methods in educa- 
tional lines. She is deeply interested in 
everything that pertains to the educa- 
tion of the Georgia women. and with her 
committee indorsed .the ecireular letter 
which was recently issued by Mrs. J. 
Lindsay Johnson and which in its relation 
to the work of the educational committee 
is most interesting as follows: 


At the next session of the Georgia legislature 
three bills will be presented in which every 
citizen of the state should be interested: The 
child labor bill, which provides that no child 
under twelve years shall work in factories 
unless affidavit is given by parents they are 
unable to exist without the child's wages. This 
bill, presented by the labor associations, if 
passed, will be a strong factor in the protection 
of the youth of the state, both morally and 
physically, and works no hardship to the mill 
owners, as their testimony, given before the 
legislative committee, shoWs that often they 
are forced by indolent parents to take the little 
ones in their mills; otherwise the entire family 
would be moved away, causing them to lose 
valuable operatives among the older children. 
The passage of this bill would mean the eman- 
cipation of the white slave. 

‘Textile bill’’ provides that women over 
eighteen shall be permitted to work in the 
textile department of the state school of tech- 
nology. This bill asks that those of the state's 
eitizens who do most of the textile work of 
factories be permitted to receive an educa- 
tion in the state school, for which women 
pay their pro rata of taxes; that through in- 
struction they will be capable to do better 
work, and thereby be enabled to obtain better 
salaries. 

Bill to raise the age of consent to sixteen 
years. This third bill is the soul of all the 
others, as the present law, permitting a child 
of ten years to consent to her own ruin is 
the cancer which is eating away the inno- 
cence of thousands and ruining the morals of 
thousands upon thousands of both sexes. We 
have no right to close our eyes to existing con- 
ditions because the contemplation is not pleas- 
ant. Knowing of the evil, it is our duty to 
eradicate it. Ignorance which was excusable 
ten years ago is today reprehensible, surround- 
ed as we are by opportunities to learn. 

For that purpose every citizen of Georgia, 
every association of Georgia is requested to 
unite in demanding that the candidates for 
the next legislature express themselves, before 
nomination, upon the above bills. Now is the 
time, before the I5th of May, as nomination 
in a white primary is almost equivalent to 
election. There need be no fear in demanding 
an opinion of these gentlemen upon bills which
